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Not  long  ago  a  summary  of  KPFA's  basic  philosophy  of  broadcasting  was  prepared  for 
an  agency  interested  in  the  project.  The  why  and  wherefore  of  listener-sponsorship, 
as  well  as  KPFA's  particular  purpose  in  radio,  are  explained  in  very  condensed  fashion 
in  this  brief  statement.  We  recapitulate  it  here  to  answer  many  inquiries  of  equal 
generality. 

The  radio  listener  is  accosted  in  his  privacy.  The  event  between  himself  and  his 
loudspeaker  is  a  direct  and  individual  communication,  even  if  no  one  meant  it  to  be. 
The  basic  event  is  a  relationship  with  the  listener  brought  about  by  the  person  broad- 
casting, who  engages  in  a  communicative  act.  The  integrity  of  that  act  is  the  most 
fundamental  question  in  broadcasting.  If  the  person  actually  at  the  microphone  is  not 
responsible  for  his  act,  integrity  of  communication  is  at  once  violated. 

Initiative  always  lies  with  the  broadcaster  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  communi- 
cative act.  In  doing  so,  he  determines  in  large  part  the  qualitative  role  of  the  listener. 

Broadcasting  therefore  finds  its  truest  analogy  in  direct  personal  communication, 
and  must  comply  with  the  restraints,  candor,  respect,  and  individual  commitment  com- 
mon to  all  productive  human  relations.  The  proper  purpose  of  an  individual  before  a 
microphone  (for  whatever  purpose)  is  to  communicate  to  a  single  person  the  content  of 
his  own  interests  and  concerns.  It  does  not  follow  that  the  broadcasting  institution 
should  express  only  the  interests  of  a  single  person.  In  varying  art  forms  and  wide-rang- 
ing discussion  of  facts  and  issues,  the  station  or  network  must  reflect  an  amalgam  of 
true  and  differing  interests.  In  each  case,  however,  the  integrity  of  the  particular  in- 
terest is  at  stake. 

Application  of  this  simple  principle  to  educational  and  cultural  radio  requires  a  new 
organizational  approach.  Responsibility  for  the  actual  intent  of  broadcasting,  its  "policy," 
must  be  vested  in  the  persons  actually  broadcasting.  Those  bearing  this  responsibility

must  be  qualified  primarily  by  the  range  and 
depth  of  their  interests,  not  merely  by  their 
proficiency  in  broadcast  techniques.  Only  by 
these  practical  means  can  the  integrity  of  the 
immediate  broadcasting  situation  be  assured. 

This  principle  of  organization  opens  a  new 
perspective  of  cultural  broadcasting.  Neither 
commercial  nor  educational  radio  has  de- 
veloped an  affinity  with  the  serious  writers, 
musicians  and  political  and  scientific  thinkers 
of  modern  America.  The  reason  must  be 
sought  in  the  immediate  relational  situation 
imposed  on  the  broadcaster.  If  the  integrity 
of  the  broadcaster  in  that  active  situation  is 
restored,  and  comes  to  constitute  the  rationale 
and  tradition  of  the  medium,  an  affinity  of 
serious  art  and  thought  with  radio  may  for 
the  first  time  be  fostered. 

A  particular  and  more  complex  expectation, 
growing  from  this  principle,  concerns  public 
affairs  discussion,  including  the  propagation 
of  "news."  The  proper  object  of  these  activi- 
ties is  taken  to  be  a  clarification  and  enrich- 
ment of  practical  human  relations.  That  ob- 
ject is  defeated  where  the  listener  is  valued 
not  in  his  individuality  but  in  his  quantita- 
tive extension  of  a  mass  norm.  Various  conven- 
tions  associated   with    the   norm    arise   from 
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such  a  conception  of  the  listener.  The  tacit 
censorship  of  these  conventions  stultifies  pub- 
lic affairs  discussion  and  utterly  standardizes 
the  "news."  Radio  concerned  with  the  single 
listener  bestows  genuine  freedom  of  inquiry. 
Where  the  integrity  of  the  act  of  broadcasting 
is  the  first  criterion,  a  complete  and  uncom- 
promising utterance  of  individual  views  is 
not  only  possible  but  necessary. 

Against  the  background  of  these  basic  ideas, 
the  broader  aims  of  the  KPFA  project  may 
be  summarized  even  more  briefly.  They  are 
two:  First,  to  increase  the  capacities  of  the 
individual  for  creative  participation  in  his 
own  culture;  Second,  to  enlarge  the  base  of 
public  opinion  which  will  support  ethically 
oriented  public  policies.
